N Y S E index rose 1,46 to 55.64.

was broad. Advances topped 
declines, 1,315 to 459, among 
1,957 Big Board issues traded. 


Turnover showed little im- 
provement over the slow pace 
of the last few months. Many 
analysts pointed out, however, 
the pre-Labor Day week typi- 
cally is one of the dullest of 
the year on Wall Street. Vol- 
ume totaled 59,889,299 shares,
